George II Leaves for 
Throne in Greece; 
Exile Ended v 

LONDON. Nov. 14. UP< King 
George II of Greece left today for 
Paris, first stop on his journey 
homeward to resume his throne. 

Members of the British family, 
headed by the Prince of Wales, 
waved farewell to the 45-year-old 
restored monarch as his train 
pulled out from Victoria station 
at 11 a. m. 

King George planned to visit in 
Paris, and then go to Italy to 
stop at the graves of his mother 
and father. King Constantine and 
Queen Sofia. 

King George's return, officially 
requested by the Greek people on 
Nov. 5, restores Greece from a 
republic to a monarchy. The roy¬ 
alist forces, headed by Gen. 
George Kondylis, actually took 
over the government Oct. 10 and 
made Kondylis regent, pending 
the plebiscite. More than 95 per 
cent of the ballots favored the 
royalist cause. 

Republican leaders forced King 
George into exile after a plebiscite 
in 1924.

“Cut out the frills in managing 
our government—that is the only 
way we can ever save ourselves 
from increasing taxation." 

This statement was made yes¬ 
terday by George Raymer. statis¬ 
tician for the Orange County Tax 
council, in an address on "The 
Cost of the Right to Live," de¬ 
livered before members of the 
Santa Ana Kiwanis club. 

"As an example of what exces¬ 
sive taxation may do. let me cite 
one case," Mr. Raymer said. 
“There is a prominent businessman 
in Orange county who, on the first 
of the year, will close out his busi¬ 
ness, sell all of his equipment and 
retain only the home and lot on 
which he lives, simply because the 
taxes which he pays makes it im¬ 
possible for him to operate at a 
profit. 

"In Orange county alone, there 
are 267 functional activities, each 
of which is a tax spending agency. 
Law enforcement, policing and the 
cost of our judges costs the coun¬ 
ty well over a half million dollars 
annually. Orange county merch¬ 
ants pay in excess of $100,000 
each year in license fees This, in 
part, is our share toward the cost 
of the right to live." 


Petitions, bearing well over 1.- 
000 signatures, requesting the 
Santa Ana board of education to 
call a second high school bond 
election, will be presented to the 
board at its regular meeting to¬ 
night. Mrs Rufus G. Bond, pres¬ 
ident of the Julia Lathrop Junior 
High school Parent-Tea chers as¬ 
sociation. announced today. Mrs 
Bond said that a delegation head¬ 
ed by herself and Mrs. H E. 
Eisner, president of the high 
school P.-T. A., would present the 
petitions. 

"At presen ,” Mrs. Bond said, 
"I have petitions signed by more 
than 1000 voters in the high 
school district. There are still 
eight petitions yet to be turned 
in to me. and I feel confident 
that some action will be taken 
by the board in the near future." 

Willing to Sacrifice 

Mrs. Bond was asked whether 
members of the Julia Lathrop P - 
T. A would be willing to sacri¬ 
fice the possibility of a new au¬ 
ditorium at that school in order 
to insure the construction of new 
high school buildings to replace 
three damaged by the 1933 earth¬ 
quake. In reply, she said that 
although such an auditorium was 
greatly needed at the junior high 
: school, she felt that completion 
j of the high school plant was much 
more urgent. 

"We would be willing to sacri¬ 
fice our auditorium if necessary,” 
Mrs. Bond said. "The children in 
Julia Lathrop are handicapped by 
the lack of such a building. How¬ 
ever. I feel that the high school 
situation is so serious that noth¬ 
ing should stand in the way of in¬ 
suring an election favorable to 
the completion of the plant. I feel 
that the voters will not gain a 
thing by refusing to vote favorably 
for bonds which would make 
completion of the project possible. 
It is false economy to think that 
we can save by turning down such 
a bond issue.” 

Board Members Quizzed 

Two members of the school 
board were questioned concerning 
the possibility of action on the 
petitions tonight. Both agreed 
that action should be taken as 
soon as possible, but were unwill¬ 
ing to say whether they favored 
immediate action. One of the 
board members said he would like 
to study the petitions before tak¬ 
ing action on them He said he 
did not feel that the petitions 
could be ignored, and that the 
citizens, by signing the petitions, 
had expressed a desire for action 
j in the matter. 

I One reason for delaying action 
is based on the fact that there 
are at least two types of petitions 
signed which call for a second 
election. One includes construc¬ 
tion of an auditorium at Julia 
Lathrop. and the second calls for 
an election excluding the auditor- 
' ium. Board members expressed 
their belief that one type or the 
other must bear 1000 signatures 
before an election can be called.

ADDIS ABABA. Nov. 14. <ZP>— 
The Ethiopian government today 
issued an official communique 
charging the invading Ita'ian sol¬ 
diers with violating Ethiopian 
women at Aduwa. Aksum, Adigrat 
and Abba Garina—cities which 
have been occupied by the Italian 
troops advancing from the north. 

“Some of these acts.” stated the 
communique, will shock the con¬ 
science of the civilized world. 
Some of the Italian soldiers are 
violating even the wives of Ethi¬ 
opian priests." 

Thousands Fleeing 
. "Thousands of Ethiopians are 
fleeing from the occupied terri¬ 
tory hoping to rejoin their com¬ 
rades to the south. 

"Italian soldiers have entered 
eonvents and violated the young 
sisters. 

“Under the persuasion of Ethi¬ 
opian monks, the natives are de¬ 
serting Aduwa. Aksum. Adigrat 
and other towns and fleeing to 
the desert -rather than to submit 
to the Italian outrages." 

Deny Emancipation 

The government also issued an 
official denial of "Italian propa¬ 
ganda” claiming the emancipation 
of 16,000 slaves in the occupied 
province of Tigre and the surren¬ 
der of many Ethiopians to the in¬ 
vading armies. 

Declaring that “16,000 slaves 
never existed In the whole prov¬ 
ince, of which only part has 
been occupied by the Italian 
army,” the communique seized 
upon the occasion to recall a 
conviction and sentencing of an 
Italian citizen “for immorality 
and traffic in slaves In violation 
of Imperial edicts." 

Regarding the Italian claim that 
Ethiopian chiefs, soldiers, and 
civilians have surrendered, the 
communique states: 

“The slowness and caution with 
which Italian military operations 
are being carried out in a territory 
where there are no Ethiopian 
troops as well as the daily bomb¬ 
ing of Ethiopian towns shows how 
unfounded are such statements.”

ROOSEVELT SENDS 
MESSAGE TO QUEZON 

WASHINGTON, Nov. 14. CP)— 
President Roosevelt today signed 
a proclamation establishing the 
new commonwealth of the Phil¬ 
ippines and sent a message of 
congratulations to Manuel L. 
Quezon, its first president. 

The proclamation is to be ef¬ 
fective upon its promulgation at 
Manila tomorrow by Secretary 
Dem. whom the President desig¬ 
nated as his personal represen¬ 
tative. 

“Upon such promulgation of 
this proclamation.” Mr. Roosevelt 
said, “the existing Philippine gov¬ 
ernment shall terminate and the 
government of the commonwealth 
of the Philippines shall enter upon 
its rights, privileges, powers and 
duties as provided under the said 
constitution of the commonwealth 
of the Philippines.” 

The President sent this cable¬ 
gram to Quezon: 

"I send my heartiest congratu¬ 
lations upon your inauguration as 
the first president of the common¬ 
wealth of the Philippines and my 
best wishes for the success of 
your administration.”

Tiny Thornhill's Stan¬ 
ford football team remained as 
much of a mystery today as ever, 
the mystery being how it could 
gain so many yards and still have 
to resort to field goals to win 
three of its games. 

An observer with a statistical 
turn of mind gleaned these facts 
from the records: 

Gained One Mile 

In six games to date, Stanford 
has gained nearly a mile in yard¬ 
age, 1628 yards, to be exact, com¬ 
pared to a total of 770 yards for 
opponents. This is from scrim¬ 
mage and passes combined. From 
scrimmage it is 1263 yards for 
Stanford; 525 yards for opponents. 

First downs from scrimmage 
and passes total 87 for Stanford 
and 33 for the opposition. 

Only Washington and Southern 
California excelled Stanford in 
any of the vital departments. 
Washington outdowned the Reds, 
12 to 10, and gained 30 yards from 
passes against 7 yards. Stanford 
picked up 203 yards from scrim¬ 
mage against 191 yards for Wash¬ 
ington, but won the game only 
by two field goals. 

Needed Field Goal 

Southern California outpassed 
Stanford 99 yards to 17 yards but 
in scrimmage it was 225 yards to 
53 yards for Stanford. Still it 
was necessary for "Monk” Mos- 
crip to boot a field goal for the 
3 to 0 win. 

It was Moscrip's field goal that 
won the game from Santa Clara, 
9 to 7, even though Stanford 
chalked up a total of 228 yards 
from scrimmage and passes and 
had 12 first downs to 4. 

Coincidentally, it was Moscrip's 
failure to boot an accurate kick 
from placement after touchdown 
that cost Stanford at least a tie 
with the University of California 
at Los Angeles. Moscrip also 
missed two field goal tries during 
the game. UCLA won 7-6 but 
Stanford's total yardage gained 
was 253 yards against 75 yards, 
and 16 first downs compared to 2. 
UCLA failed to gain on passes.

A new type of gasoline, costing 
5 cents a gallon to produce and 
promising to increase the poten¬ 
tial national gasoline resources by 
25 per cent was described to the 
American Petroleum Institute here 
toi ay. 

This gasoline can be made from 
both the waste gases of oil re¬ 
fineries, and from natural gas. 
The gases are converted into liquid 
gasolines by the chemical process 
known as polymerization. 

Liquids Become Solids 

Technically, under this process, 
little particles increase in size by 
joining together, so that gases 
may change into liquids and if 
wished, liquids become solids. 

Two methods of polymerization 
were described to the institute by 
M B Cooke and H. R. Swanson, 
of the Alco Products company.

The county water district today 
had taken under its wing the proj¬ 
ect for reclamation of joint out¬ 
fall sewer water which is now 
wasted into the ocean. A com¬ 
mittee will contact cities and dis¬ 
tricts which are in the outfall 
sewer project, to see if some plan 
can be worked out whereby the 
water district can join them in re¬ 
claiming outfall sewer water. 

A decision to carry on this con¬ 
tact work was reached yesterday 
afternoon at a meeting of the 
water district board of directors 
in the farm bureau hall. With the 
board was the sewage reclamation 
committee which has been spon¬ 
soring reclamation studies directed 
by Harry N. Jenks, Berkeley con¬ 
sulting engineer. A demonstra¬ 
tion plant has been operating 
southwest of Santa Ana. and the 
project has now reached the stage 
where it is ready for development 
on a large scale. 

Decision Must Be Made 

J E. Lewis of Yorba Linda 
chairman of the committee, told 
the group that the next thing to 
do is to decide what is to be done 
with the project 

“In looking for someone to 
proceed with the work there 
seemed to ho no organization 
fitted for it except the water 
district,” he said. "The federal 
government seems to have lots 
of money to give away, hut I 
don’t know how long there is 
going to he a Santa Claus.” 

Willis Warner of Huntington 
Beach, water hoard chairman, re¬ 
plied that he did not believe it is 
the province of the water district 
to treat sewage for the cities in 
the outfall project, suggesting that 
the matter be taken up with th» 
cities. Director C Roy Browning 
of Tufltin suggested formation of 
a special reclamation district. Di¬ 
rector W. C Mauerhan of Katclla 
urged that an application for fed¬ 
eral aid should be made right 
away. 

Cannot (all Election 

In response to a question from 
Director William Wallop of Ana¬ 
heim, City Engineer J L. Mc¬ 
Bride of Santa Ana replied that 
the joint outfall sewer district is 
not a true political subdivision in 
that it cannot call an election and 
each city and district member 
would have to call a separate elec¬ 
tion on any proposition for financ¬ 
ing reclamation 

Roland D. Flaherty, farm bu¬ 
reau secretary, said that although 
the problem is essentially one con¬ 
cerning cities, the duty of the 
water district is to study sewage 
reclamation and see if a plan ran 
be worked out. 

Many In District 

Santa Ana. Orange. Anaheim, 
Fullerton and a number of sani¬ 
tary districts and smaller commu¬ 
nities compose the joint outfall 
sewer district. Santa Ana sup¬ 
plies about 2500 acre feet of the 
5000 acre feet of water estimated 
to be reclaimable from the outfall 
line, Mr. McBride said. The time 
will come, he said, when this 
water would sell for as much as 
$20 an acre foot. 

The committee which will con¬ 
fer with joint outfall cities and 
districts is composed of William 
Schumacher.

League's Boycott

‘ Backfires' 


BUFFALO, N. Y„ Nov. 14 UPl 
The Buffalo Evening News yes¬ 
terday said the "mercy death" plea 
of Anna Becker, made Tuesday in 
a letter to the Erie County Medical 
society, was considered by local 
authorities “a hoax or publicity 
stunt designed to capitalize on 
public interest In the current con¬ 
troversy over the right of the in¬ 
curable to die.” 

The News said that members of 
the woman's family “pleaded that 
the case not be treated seriously." 


GENEVA, Nov. 14. I.T5— The 
League of Nations found itself 
embarrassed today by its own 
sanctions against Italy. 

It was to move into its new 
building tomorrow, but the In¬ 
terior decorations, which are 
far from completed, were to 
have been made of Italian 
marble. 

Under the terms of the "buy- 
nothing-from Italy” embargo, 
the league cannot buy Its 
marble from Italy.

prevent its being sold to the pub¬ 
lic by misrepresentation. 

In a paper delivered before the 
California Citrus Institute in San 
Bernardino in 1934. I made the 
following suggestions: 

His 1934 Suggestions 

"Most all retail produce stores 
now guarantee the watermelons 
they sell. Our customers pay as 
much or more in comparison for 
a dozen oranges as for a water¬ 
melon. Why should not the buyer 
of citrus fruits be encouraged to 
buy with confidence? This could 
be aided if fruit carried a mark 
of identification so that when it 
is found to be unfit it can be 
traced back to where it originated 
and the blame placed where it 
belongs, and not on an entire in¬ 
dustry, where it penalized those 
who are keeping faith.” 

I suggested this first in 1932 
but was advised then that it was 
unconstitutional to compel the 
marking of fruit for identifica¬ 
tion. However, packing house 
managers with whom I discussed 
the subject stated they would wel¬ 
come such a plan. 

It is generally believed that to 
compel the stamping of a grade 
on the fruit is constitutional. The 
first to be stamped should of 
course be culls, and the case of 
oranges it is a simple matter. 
The stamping of other grades 
could follow as a matter of de¬ 
velopment. Such a plan, however, 
would not identify the house 
where it was packed. 

The present system of identity 


on boxes only, still leaves it pos¬ 
sible for collusion to exist between 
a shinper and the jobber, and any 
incentive of a shipper to offer the 
public defective fruit is based on 
the knowledge that the law pro¬ 
tects him against identifying his 
product, thereby permitting him 
to become lost in the crowd where 
the disgusted purchaser cannot 
find him. If the shipper had to 
sell direct to the ultimate con¬ 
sumer. and he delivered defective 
goods, he would be unable to re¬ 
tain his customers. 

Accuracy in Grading 
The modem packing house with 
its efficient sorters are able to 
remove defective fruit with sur¬ 
prising accuracy. S. S. Rogers, 
head of the bureau of standardiza¬ 
tion, has told me how he has 
seen graders on numerous occa¬ 
sions run the tolerance to within 
one-tenth of 1 per cent of the 
limit. Even if it proved to be 
slightly over, they would re-run 
it and grade it to accuracy, and 
he marveled at the efficiency at¬ 
tained. The fact that packing 
houses are economically meeting 
the requirements is proof that it 
can be done. Grading out defects, 
especially those affecting the inte¬ 
rior. is troublesome, and requires 
skill, patience, and determination; 
but it can be done and without 
discarding an unnecessarily large 
amount of the good fruit. Failure 
to comply with the law on toler¬ 
ance is far too often an unwilling¬ 
ness to comply rather than an 
inability.

The South Main street widening 
project made a little flare again at 
Tuesday night's city council meet¬ 
ing. Councilman Joseph P. Smith 
has been opposed to the widening

Mr. McBride reported that he 
had employed N. E. Lee, who 
works for the firm of Austin and 
Wildman Mr. McBride recalled 
that at the last session of the 
council he had asked to be in¬ 
formed if he succeeded his 
authority, and also requested fur¬ 
ther Instructions. Tuesday night he 
said that no one had given him 
any other instructions and he had 
proceeded. 

The matter came up when Mr. 
McBride presented four deeds to 
property needed for widening the 
street between Delhi road and 
Fairview avenue. A number of 
other deeds already have been re¬ 
ceived at no cost to the city. Mr. 
Smith objected to acceptance of 
the quit claim deeds, saying they 
should be put through a title com¬ 
pany and the title guaranteed. The 
deeds were accepted.

JURIES, DOCTORS AND HUMAN LIFE? 

W HAT price human life? 

You can afford to ask yourself this question 

after reading of several events last week and this.

One was the’acquittal of James J. Vavruche of the 
cafe slaying of young Philip Greenough, Santa Paula. 

The verdict was considered outrageous by the gen¬ 
eral public. Of course, they didn’t hear all of the evi¬ 
dence—but they read enough about the case to know that 
there was a quarrel in Vavruche’s cafe over a small bill, 
that Vavruche was holding a loaded shotgun in his 
hand, and that the slain youth was trying to act as peace¬ 
maker in the quarrel. 

There are a couple of more cases on the docket in 
California which are blots on the page of justice. 

George Hall, the man who killed two officers at 
Yreka in March, 1933, the man who was sentenced to 
hang in August of that year, the man whose gallows 
beating” was partly responsible for the Yreka lynching 
—this man filed a new appearance before the U. S. 
supreme court last week. 

Court attendants said his case would not be officially 
entered for several weeks, thus prolonging still further 
one of the most remarkable examples of “gallows dodg¬ 
ing” in California’s legal history. 

At the same time bickering is still going on over the 
start of the third trial of David Lamson, who has not 
even come to the point of being sentenced or freed after 
having been charged with a crime in 1933! 

Is it any wonder that there is so much disrespect for 

the courts in California?

Over in England, a British doctor says he has taken 
the lives of five people, over a period of years, to save 
them unnecessary suffering. 

“Mercy,” he says, “knows no law.” 

England has a Right-to-Die society, devoted to the 
idea that the individual is the controller of his life and 
may end it, or have it ended for him, any time he pleases. 

Perhaps the British doctor, mercifully killing to pre¬ 
vent further agony, was right. 

But, are we going to give every doctor the right to 
kill, at his discretion? Humanity will not sanction that, 
because, though 999 doctors would not abuse the right, 
there always will be the thousandth—who might use his 
power for evil ends. 

And now there is the case of the Buffalo, N. Y., 
woman who asks an association of doctors to appoint one 
of their number to kill her because she is suffering from 
a chronic ailment. 

The right to die—this is something that can never be 
settled. 

In homes and hospitals today lie pain-wracked human 
beings, who must live on through the years, tormented 
and hopeless. Have they a right to die? 

What do you think?

W E HAVE in this country all kinds of relief, but the 
one relief that calls any place and every time when 
disaster strikes is the American Red Cross. 

There isn’t any place it doesn’t go. There isn’t any 
call that remains unanswered. 

It is the one human agency which responds to the 
appeal for help, irrespective of creed, nationality, or social 
condition. 

The record of the American Red Cross is as white and 
clean as the uniform of the nurse who goes into the field 
of battle or the scene of elemental catastrophe to render 
the service which the organization guarantees. 

You can get nearer an actual performance of the 
Golden Rule in this activity than possibly any other 
except the church, and it is a part of the teaching of the 
church.

V/yASHINGTON, Nov. 14. The; 
v ” behind-the-scenes struggle 
over the remains of the NRA is 
rapidly passing from comedy to 
fantasy. 

While Major George Berry, co¬ 
ordinator for industrial recovery, 
is energetically ballyhooing his 
Dec. 9 conference of business and 
labor to revive the Blue Eagle, a 
little by-play is going on behind 
his back. “Uncle Dan” Roper is 
busily pushing secret plans to ab¬ 
sorb the remnants of the NRA 
into his commerce department. 

Under Roper's scheme, all sec¬ 
tions of the NRA except the re¬ 
search and planning division would 
be junked. This one remaining di¬ 
vision would be incorporated in the 
bureau of foreign and domestic 
commerce. 

Roper's plan is not mere wish¬ 
thinking. It has progressed to the 
point where Assistant Commerce 
Secretary Ernest G. Draper and 
L. J. Martin, acting NRA admin¬ 
istrator. have discussed what per¬ 
sonnel should be retained or dis¬ 
missed. 

Martin, incidentally, plans to 
fly the Blue Eagle roost just after 
Berry's industry-labor "congress" 
meets. Relations between him and 
Berry are friendly only on the sur¬ 
face. For all practical purposes, 
he has been superseded as NRA 
boss. 

Roper’s plan is fully known to 
the White House, but it is being 
kept under the blankets in order 
not to throw a damper on Berry’s 
forthcoming three-ring circus. The 
inside whisper in the commerce 
department is that the NRA ab¬ 
sorption is slated for around the I 
first of the year. 

The President has the authority 
to make the transfer by executive 
order. His decision will be guided, 
it is hinted, on what happens at 
Berry’s show. If it proves a dud, 
the axe will fall and the NRA will 
pass out.

FUR DIAGNOSIS 
kJRS. CONSUMER need no 
longer worry whether her "fox 
fur” is fox or rabbit. The depart¬ 
ment of agriculture is on the road 
to solving her problem. 

In the dilapidated “temporary 
buildings” left over from the war, 
using safety razor blades left over 
from the war, a zealous inventor 
named Hardy has bent over mi¬ 
croscopes and found a way to hold 
fast to a few strands of hair, and 
slice off a cross-section of them 
measuring only one ten-thou¬ 
sandth of an inch. 

Nobody has ever been able to 
do that before. The reason it 
matters is that unless you can I 


do this, you can never get a good j 
magnified look at a cross-section. 

Dr. J. I. Hardy has invented a 
little device that grasps the hairs 
in such a way that he can make 
a firm, straight cut one ten- 
thousandth of an inch long, and 
then mount the tiny disks of fi¬ 
bres on a microscope slide. Then 
he takes a look and diagnoses the | 
exact nature of the material. 

Wholesale houses have done this 
for a long time when they wanted 
to know whether they were buying 1 
wool or cotton, silk or rayon. But 
their operations required several 
days. Dr. Hardy’s requires 10 
minutes. 

The difference means that Mrs. 
Consumer can soon expect 
her department store to be \ 
equipped with a Hardy instrument, 
so she can look through a micro¬ 
scope and see for herself that wool 
is wool and and fox, fox.

COAL MYSTERY 

THE bituminous coal board has 
1 decided to delve into a mys¬ 
tery that has perplexed consumers 
for many, many years. It is out, 
to unravel the “why” of the high \ 
retail cost of coal when it sells 
at the minehead for only $2 and $3 
a ton. 

The board thinks the wide dif¬ 
ferential between the original 
wholesale price and the final re- J 
tail figure is unwarranted, and ■ 
wants to know if this view is jus- j 
tified. 

According to the U. S. bureau | 
of mines, the average price of soft 
coal at the minehead last year was 
$1.82 a ton, with the average 
freight charge adding another 
$2.15. This makes an average 
wholesale cost per ton of $3.97. ; 
But the average price to consum¬ 
ers was double this figure. 

This important probe will be j 
carried out by Thomas N. Wood-1 
ward, the board's newly appointed j 
consumers’ counsel. Under the j 
provisions of the Guffey coal act, 
the consumers’ counsel (only of- j 
fice of its kind in the government 
service) is independent of the 
board and has wide powers. 

Woodward is well qualified for J 
the job. For several years he was 
on the staff of the interstate com¬ 
merce commission, assisted Wil¬ 
liam Gibbs McAdoo as railroad ad¬ 
ministrator during the war. More 
recently he was vice president of 
the U. S. Merchant Fleet Corpo¬ 
ration-—a post from which he was 
dismissed by Secretary Dan Roper 
because he insisted that the ship 
operators live up to their agree¬ 
ments with the government. 

It was to soften the blow of 
Roper's action that the President 
named Woodward as consumers’ 
counsel on the coal board.
